- PIRACY. AND MURDER NEAR. 
“SINGAPORE

FIVE MEN TURDERED ON A JUNK.” 


For the hrst time in fifieen years a really 
bloody adt of wanton piracy and murder has 
occurred practically within the waters of Singa- 
ore says ithe Stratis Times of thes28th ult. 
The crime o ved on a Chinese junk that left 
this port for Sink on Wednesday iast, the 22nd

This .is undoubtedly the worst case 
that has occurred in Singapore for the last ten
